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BENCH REST 


Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Rest Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 1. Obtain 
an Official Rule Book from NBRSA 
Headquarters, Mrs. Bernice E. Mc- 
Mullen, 607 West Line St., Minerva, 
Ohio 44657. 2. At the same time, 
send her §8.00 for one year’s mem- 
bership. Anyone will save money by 
doing this, if he attends more than 
three registered matches a year. 
3. From this Rule Book, a shooter 
will be able to choose the class of 
Bench Rest Shooting he prefers. 
4. Pages two, three and eighteen de- 
scribe the rifles and their limitations. 


The act of Bench Rest Shooting 
consists of sitting at a bench with 
a rifle resting on sand bags. The ob- 
ject of this position is to eliminate, 
as much as possible, the errors en- 
countered in the process of holding 
and firing a rifle. Bench Rest Shoot- 
ing is a sport, competitive or indi- 
vidual. The personal satisfaction 
gained in the ability to place one 
bullet on top of another, thus mak- 
ing a one hole group at 100 Yards 
and often at 200 Yards, has capti- 
vated an enthusiastic interest of many 
shooters for this kind of sport. It is 
particularly suited to both men and 
women who are not interested in 
indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Rest Shooters are of the older set. 


This does not mean, however, that it 
does not present a challenge to the 
younger shooter; it will engage and 
tax his capabilities as well. 

The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated by the 
organization of The National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association in the years 
1949 and 1950. At that time a com- 
petitive program was introduced and 
has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Rest Class. it is 
very important that he attends some 
of the Matches. Here he will learn 
much by asking questions, observing 
the equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Rest Shooter is more than anxious to 
help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
ete. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

Any infor- 
mation relative to the bullet sent would 
be a big help: size of groups fired, 
records established with sample bullet, 
and so forth; and remember, I need bad 
bullets as well as good ones with any 
information which seems pertinent. If 
possible I would like the make of the 
jacket used.

A _ bore diameter of 6MM or larger, 
using a case with the capacity of 45.5 grains of water level full (approximately the case 
capacity of a 830/30). Scope sights, if used, not to exceed 6 power (variables can be set 
on 6X). Total weight of rifle and sights not to exceed 10 lbs. 

You will need 25 rounds for record, and as many more as you wish to use on the 
sighter. You will need a couple sand bags for rests as you will shoot on benches. The 
target used will be the NBRSA “Hunter Target’? (100 yds).

Rules for... 


STATE AND NATIONAL 
BENCHREST CHAMPIONSHIPS 


The following are rules applicable 
to each of the Four Classes i.e. Sport- 
ing Rifle, Light Varmint Rifle, Heavy 
Varmint Rifle and Open Benchrest; 
of which the National and State 
Benchrest Championships are com- 
prised. 

SPORTING RIFLE: 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 
Rifle together with Optical Sight, not 
to exceed 8% lbs., Optical Sight not 
to exceed 6 power. Stock not to ex- 
ceed a width of 3 inches at any point. 
Flats, Guides and Rails not permissi- 
ble. Triggers to be part of the rifle 
and actuated by the finger. Rifle 
must comply with Range Safety 
Rules. 4 five-shot groups to be fired, 
2 at 100 yds. and 2 at 200 yds. 


LIGHT VARMINT RIFLE 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 
Rifle together with Optical Sight, not 
to exceed 101% Ibs. Optical Sight not 
to exceed 12 power. Stock not to 
exceed a width of 3 inches at any 
point. Flats, Guides and Rails not 
permissible. Triggers to be part of 
the rifle and actuated by the finger. 
Rifle must comply with Range Safe- 
ty Rules. 4 five-shot groups to be 
fired, 2 at 100 yds. and 2 at 200 yds. 
HEAVY VARMINT RIFLE 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 
Rifle together with Optical Sight, not 
to exceed 14 Ibs. Optical Sight power 
unrestricted. Stock not to exceed a 
width of 3 inches at any point. Flats, 
Guides and Rails not permissible. 
Triggers to be part of the rifle and 
actuated by the finger. Rifle must 
comply with Range Safety Rules. 4 
five-shot groups to be fired, 2 at 100 
vds. and 2 at 200 yds. 

OPEN BENCHREST: 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 
Rifle unrestricted. Power of Optical 
Sight unrestricted. Triggers to be 
part of the Rifle and actuated by the 
finger; remote control triggers not 
permissible. Rifles, including trig- 
gers, must comply with Range Safety 
Rules. 4 ten-shot groups to be fired, 
2 at 100 yds. and 2 at 200 yds. 

Rule 1: 

Competitors may use more than 

one rifle in each class, provided the 
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rifles comply with the specifications 
for the class entered, e.g. .222 Rem. 
at 100 yards and .308 Win. at 200 
yards to take advantage of the larger 
calibre at the longer ranges. 


Rule 2: 

Rifles eligible for the Sporting 
Rifle Class may also be entered in 
the Light Varmint Rifle, Heavy Var- 
mint Rifle and Open Benchrest class- 
es. Rifles eligible for the Light Var- 
mint Rifle class may be entered in 
the Heavy Varmint class and Open 
Benchrest class. Rifles eligible for 
the Heavy Varmint class may be en- 
tered in the Open Benchrest class. 


Rule 3: 

Weight of Rifles. Definition. To 
include Optical Sight, the weight of 
the Rifle would actually weigh when 
mounted on the benchrest ready to 
shoot unloaded. 


Rule 4: 

Where backing strips are not pro- 
vided on the range the provision of 
Backing Strips by individual com- 
petitors is encouraged to validate the 
number of shots in small “One Hole” 
groups, and groups where it is im- 
possible to count the number of shots 
fired. In all cases where backing 
strips are not being used, the Range 
Officer must be notified, so that a 
visual check, by using a spotting 
scope or standing behind a competi- 
tor and observing where his shots 
strike a mound etc., will enable him 
to certify that the correct number of 
shots has passed through the target. 
The Range Officer is empowered to 
use any means he deems fit and eco- 
nomical to ensure validity. 

Rule 5: 

In the event of Cross Fires; that 
is, one competitor firing on another 
competitor’s target, the Range Offi- 
cer may allow the target on which 
the crossfires have occurred, to be 
scored with the exclusion of the 
crossfires. The offending competi- 
tor must shoot his full complement 
of shots, the target will be scored 
and a penalty of 4% minute of angle 
added to produce a final score, e.g. 
Group size .750, add % m.o.a., Final 
Score 1.250 at 100 yds. % m.o.a. for 


Editor's Note 


The new and revised official magazine 
of the “Sporting Shooters’ Association of 
Australia’ is the “Australian Shooters’ 
Journal’. Your editor has Vol. 1 No. 1 of 
June 1968. 


We have noted a few similarities and 
contrasts between the S.S.A.A. and the 
N.B.R.S.A. policy and shooting setup. 
In the Sporter and Varmint Classes of 
S.S.A.A. there are only two five shot 
matches at each 100 and 200 yard dis- 
ances for the aggregate. In the Heavy 
Bench Class, four ten shot matches are 
fired, with only two matches at 100 yds. 
and two at 200 yds. for the aggregate. 
The cover indicates quite a difference 
in aiming marks —there are some con- 
trasts in the rules and regulations, by 
examination of the official rules. They 
will be found by examining the inclosed 
report. A direct similarity is their theme 
or slogan — “The Journal for shooters, 
by shooters for the benefit of shooters.” 
Another—the editorial policy is, “To 
promote the sport of shooting in all its 
forms and to bring a better environment 
for ‘it.’ 


Harry Madden, National President of 
S.S.A.A., quotes paragraphs that could 
be ours, as well. “Any sporting associ- 
ation must continue to exert its available 
energies towards promoting its growth, 
broadening its outlook, and providing 
ever increasing facilities for those mem- 
bers who support it." — “The Sporting 
Shooters’ Association of Australia is 
dedicated towards furthering the inter- 
ests of all forms of one’s chosen shooting 
sport, regardless of whether the S.S.A.A., 
itself, participates in that particular form 
of shooting or not.” There is a difference 
in membership that is interesting. Aus- 
tralia boasts more than 3,000 members 
to our less than 1,100 N.B.R.S.A. member- 
ship. They are a young organization, 
and appear to have lots of enthusiasm. 
However, we are not so sure that their 
proportion of participation is any great- 
er than ours. One fact does exist: the 
N.B.R.S.A. would be extremely happy 
with that large a membership! 


Finally, it seems that we should whole- 
heartedly and formally accept the invi- 
tation from our neighbors ‘down under’, 
and work with them to “Get bench rest 
shootin’ placed on the International 
Calendar.”

Rule 6: 

Targets on which the full comple- 
ment of shots have not been fired 
will be disqualified. In the event 
that more than the required number 
of shots be fired on a target, provided 
the extra shots are not crossfires, the 
group measurement will include all 
the shots fired. Should a competitor’s 
target be disqualified, this will also 
disqualify him from the aggregate 
for that class; however, his remain- 
ing targets will be accepted at the 
discretion of the Range Officer. 
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Rule 7: 

One optional warm-up group in each 
class will be allowed at 100 yds., be- 
fore the competitor begins to shoot 
for score. The warm-up group not 
to count, but to be eligible for a single 
group record. 

Rule 8: 

Measuring: Aggregate scores will 
be reduced to Minutes of Angle. To 
find the aggregate at 100 yds., add 
both group scores and divide by 2. 
To find the aggregate at 200 yds., add 
both group scores and divide by 4. 
To find the aggregate of both 100 and 
200 yds. scores, take the 100 and 200 
yds. scores, reduce them to minutes 
of angle as above and divide the sum 
by 2. 

Rule 9: 

Only financial members of the 
S.S.A.A. are eligible to compete in 
the Championships. 

Rule 10: 

The Championships will be con- 
ducted on S.S.A.A. Ranges only under 
the direct supervision of a S.S.A.A. 
Range Officer, who will be responsi- 
ble for the observance of these rules. 
Rule 11: 

Time Limit to fire a group shall be 
10 minutes for a five-shot group and 
15 minutes for a ten-shot group. 
Rule 12: 

All groups to be fired from benches 
while seated on a stool or plank. 
Rifles must not be fixed to the rests; 
the rests must be separate to each 
other and neither allowed to be fixed 
to the bench. 


DEFINITIONS OF FLATS, 
GUIDES AND RAILS 

A Flat is any flat plate of either 
metal, wood or any other substance 
which is either screwed, clamped, 
glued or otherwise affixed to the 
fore-end of the rifle stock and is not 
an integral part of the fore-end or 
stock. It is designed to give in- 
creased stability on the front sand- 
bag. The shaping of the actual stock 
itself at the fore-end to either a flat 
surface or a convex or concave con- 
tour is not forbidden, but it must not 
exceed three inches in width. 

Guides and Rails are usually two 
round steel rails let into the fore-end 
of the stock lengthwise with it, that 
slide, ride or run in vee-ways, grooves 
or guides in the front rest.

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Guides can take many other forms, 
such as a front rest of steel that is 
L shaped and which is tilted to one 
side and allows a square fore-end to 
rest on the bottom and side of the L 
and allows the rifle after recoil to be 
returned to its original point of aim. 
They can also be a V way in the front 
rest into which a ball or inverted V 
piece affixed to the fore-end slides 
and allows the rifle to be returned to 
its original position after firing. The 
butt stock and back rest will have

some similar device also and be ad- 
justable for windage and elevation. 
The front rest usually has a stop, up 
to which the fore-end is returned 
after recoil. 

Any mechanical device (and they 
are many and varied) that allows the 
rifle to be returned to its position 
of original aim after firing without 
holding the rifle on aim can be classi- 
fied as Guides and Rails. Sandbags 
are not used with mechanical rests.

The 
Inter-Service 300-meter champion 
outshot them all in the National In- 
ternational English Match (50-meter 
prone) competition. We’ve heard 
about the backdrop of “terrible 
weather” during the 3 days of the 
3-positional smallbore tryouts. Mar- 
garet placed third. Anderson and 
Wigger encountered troubles there, 
but Gary Anderson went on to win 
the National International Free Rifle 
Championship. As Foster, who 
placed 2nd, had already won an 
Olympic spot in 3-position smallbore, 
Wigger was selected for the #2 300- 
meter spot... It’ll be good news for 
the Russians and other Europeans 
who have been outclassed by Mar- 
garet. For the first woman position 
shooter to be considered Olympic 


caliber — for whom the eligibility 
rules were changed — it must be a 


great disappointment. Because of the 
good grace with which she accepts 
defeat, she is even more of a champi- 
on. That, too, is an important aspect 
of our sport.

More about the pre-Olympic 
European competition 


Gary Anderson has described for 
you interesting observations which 
reveal the intensity of the Olympic 
preparations being conducted by 
European shooting powers. While 
discussing the various competitions 
in West Germany, Switzerland, and 
Sweden during May, Andy “neglect- 
ed” to mention how well he shot. 
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Cold, windy conditions on the open, 
unprotected Freudenberg Range in 
Wiesbaden, Germany — scene of the 
1966 World Shooting Championships 
— greeted the 8-member USA rifle 
team and a 7-man USSR delegation 
as they met the German National 
Rifle Team. 

A 596 by Lapkin was considered 
truly amazing as he led the USSR 
team to a 50-meter prone victory — 
2347 to USA’s 2340, and West Ger- 
many’s 2324... In the rough, switch- 
ing winds, no one could get closer to 
him than the 589’s by Writer and 
Margaret Thompson (and her score 
did not count for team.) 

MARGARET THOMPSON was 
nothing short of fabulous as she cap- 
tured the 50-meter 3-position aggre- 
gate; placed second to the incompar- 
able GARY ANDERSON at 300- 
meters; and over both courses her 
Standing scores exceeded the world 
records!!!... At 50-meters she had 
to overtake Lapkin’s 8-point prone 
lead:

Trailing the Russian team by 12 
points Prone, USA led in Kneeling 
1542-1539; and, following our recent 
pattern, came from behind to take 
the Standing 1486-1467, and the ag- 
gregate: 

USA 4595 
USSR 4585 
W. Germany 4551 

The impact of the frigid blasts 
against the shooter’s body at 300- 
meters Standing made good _ holds 
impossible more than 25% of the 
time. In the absence of wind flags 
on the range, one had no alternative 
but to shoot through all conditions. 
Clearly, the Russians gained an ad- 
vantage with their faster, heavier 
bullets over our 168 grain bullets. 
The extent of their training was also 
apparent for during the intermittent 
lulls they were able to fire a well- 
aimed shot Standing after maintain- 
ing their position for prehaps 10 
minutes. They surpassed us in both 
Prone and Kneeling, but just as An- 
derson has always come through on 
the strength of his Standing, other 
U.S. shooters are following suit. 

300 m Team: 
USA = 4526 
USSR 4503 

(West Germany does not field a 
300-meter team as Gary Anderson ex- 
plained last month.) 
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Bearing out the Russian specializa- 
tion trend, only Parchimovitsch fired 
both smallbore and big bore, while 
our team shot through it all. Actual- 
ly, I have the feeling that Anderson 
leans toward specialization and con- 
serves his major thrust for 300- 
meters.

Among the four father and son/ 
daughter combinations, the Krilling 
team proved to be the most pro- 
ficient. Kathy was High Marksman 
in all three aggregates and all indi- 
vidual matches with the exception of 
the last two when she ran out of 
steam.

Third in the Grand Aggregate with 
3188-228X was Lt. Phillip Dean Bahr- 
man, of USA MTU, only 4 X’s ahead 
of High Junior Ronald E. Coleman 
of Decatur, Ga.

Talk 


Beginners Corner

A scope that doesn’t do the job is 
about the most exasperating and mad- 
dening thing on earth. Some of the 
limitations are inflicted by the shoot- 
er, and some are built in. The fol- 
lowing remarks are directed to the 
new bench shooter. I do not con- 
sider myself an authority on optics, 
but I have learned a lot from the 
world of hard knocks and watching 
other shooters with knotty scope 
problems. 


We have the ability to build a first 
rate rifle and to obtain high quality 
optics. Here, you get what you pay 
for. Unertl is by far the most preva- 
lent on the bench, but others are also 
used with Bausch and Lomb 6-24X 
and Lyman often found in use by 
shooters. Unertl has a wide price 
range, good selection and it’s a lot of 
scope for the money. In making a 
selection, don’t overlook the weight 
of the scope if you are a Varmint 
or Sporter class shooter. Buy a 
name brand and you can be sure the 
maker will back his product with 
quality workmanship and good re- 
pair service. 


What power you select is up to 
you. If you are used to looking 
through a 6X hunting scope, you’re 
going to be very unhappy with what 
you can see with a 20X target scope. 
For one thing, the eye relief is criti- 
sal, the width of field is limited and 
things are not as bright. The loss of 
brightness is caused by all the glass 
you're looking through, every glass- 
air surface absorbing some magni- 
tude of the available light. The lens 
is therefore coated (called blooming) 
with a thin film of metallic fluoride 
which increases light transmission 
by reducing the amount of light lost 
by reflection. The higher the power, 
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the more these factors become ap- 
parent. Also, one should note that, 
doubling the magnification will halve 
the diameter of the exit pupil. Even 
with the same number of glass ele- 
ments in the telescope and no in- 
crease in reflective light loss, the 
light would be decreased by an in- 
crease in power. 20X is widely used, 
with some shooters going up to 36X, 
the latter being rather sporty when 
mirage is prevalent. 

What reticle? Matter of taste. Most 
bench shooters like super fine cross- 
hairs with an 1/8” dot, some as small 
as a 1/16” dot (that is, the dot covers 
1/8” or 1/16” at 100 yards). Some 
shooters with eye problems like a bit 
heavier cross-hair. One of the top 
shooters in the game uses a B & L 
with its wide, tapered cross-hair and 
eats up all comers. B & L will in- 
stall a dot for about $25.00. So look 
through every target scope you can 
find and pick the one you like to 
look through. 


With a good rifle and good optics, 
one problem remains: scope blocks. 
And don’t think this isn’t a limitation. 
2 lbs. of scope pulling on four 6-48 
screws every time you fire is not 
the most secure connection ever de- 
signed. Keep blocks on the fire that 
are in good condition; they must fit 
the scope mounts perfectly. After 
you get carried away putting the 
scope on and chip a block, replace it. 
There is little point in having a per- 
fect scope and rifle and connecting 
the two in a haphazard manner, And 
the four little screws have to be tight. 
Don’t get carried away with a screw 
driver, however. The screws are 
hard and brittle, becoming more 
brittle from the constant pounding 
from recoil and are therefore easily 


broken off from too much muscle. 
So how can you tell these screws 
have stayed tight after you put the 
rifle to use? <A simple trick is to 
scribe a fine line across the screw 
and block after you install the blocks. 
A simple visual check each time you 
are about to install the scope will 
indicate if the screws have backed 
out any slight amount. 


The scope is going to move fore 
and aft each time you fire. The 
scope return spring should be tight 
enough to see that it gets back to the 
starting point each time. It pays to 
clean all dirt and lint from bearing 
surfaces on the scope tube before a 
match and a very little oil is used by 
some shooters. A speck of dust or 
lint can cause a scope displacement 
and wild shots. 


Don’t be surprised as you look 
through scopes of higher powers to 
find that you can’t see well. Focus- 
ing for the individual eye becomes 
more critical with added power, both 
for the reticle and field. So don’t 
expect your shooting buddy to be 
happy with your scope if it’s adjust- 
ed properly for your eyes. Step one 
is to place the scope (or rifle if it is 
mounted) on a good rest pointed up 
into the sky. Now, place your eye 
properly so that you can see the com- 
plete field and close your eyes. When 
you open them, the reticle should be 
clear as a bell with not a split second 
of fuzziness. If you note a fuzzy 
cross-hair which clears in a second, 
the scope is not properly adjusted 
for your eyes. The eye will adjust 
itself to clear the condition, and 
you'll see fine, or so you think. But 
your eye is overworking, and will 
finally water and blur. You correct 
this with the rear eyepiece (ocular) 
cell (a fact most scope makers seem 
to think you were born knowing by 
the lack of instructions on the proper 
procedures they inclose with new 
scopes). Loosen the rear lock ring 
or screw, as the case may be, and

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turn the rear cell in or out until the 
reticle is clear and sharp the instant 
you open you eye. Lock it there and 
pay no attention to your shooting 
companion when he tells you your 
scope is out of focus. It’s right for 
you. 


Next is the matter of parallax ad- 
justments. This can change from 
day to day due to large temperature 
changes which make the scope tube 
get longer or shorter. If you shoot 
in Maine and go to west Texas in 
August, parallax will most probably 
show up if you look for it. The 


longer the tube, the less temperature 
change will cause parallax. That’s 
why you have little or no problem 
with your hunting scope throughout 
the year. Set the rifle up on the 
bench in a good, steady, hands-off 
manner with the scope pointing at a 
100 yard target. The front lens cell 
(objective) is marked with yardage 
and should be set at 100 yards with 
the lock ring screwed back against 
the calibration ring. The calibrations 
are there for a guide and that’s all. 
Because you have moved the rear 


cell fore or aft during focusing for 
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your eyes, you have made the scope 
longer or shorter optically, so the 
calibrations are not apt to be right 
on the money. Without touching the 
rifle with any part of your body, 
look through the scope and move 
your head right and left and up and 
down. If the cross hair does not 
stay put on the same spot on the 
target, you must correct for parallax. 
If the cross hair moved in the same 
direction that you moved your eye, 
then the scope is optically too long. 
Loosen the lock ring, and screw the 
objective back toward the eyepiece, 
perhaps a division or two, screw 
back the lock ring and check again. 
Continue until all movement between 
the cross-hair and target stops. If 
movement of the target is opposite to 
eye movement, the scope is optically 
too short, so move the objective for- 
ward. Note the calibration mark 
which is now lined up with the in- 
dex mark. Mark it with tape or some 
others means that will not mark up 
the scope finish. When moving to 200 
vards, one full turn back (shorten- 
ing) should take care of parallax at 
that range, but it is a good idea to 
check. Some scopes just don’t turn 
out that way and another minor ad- 
justment may be necessary. Keep in 
mind that if you find it necessary to 
adjust the eyepiece focusing for indi- 
vidual eyesight, parallax adjustments 
will again be necessary and you'll 
have to move your tape to a new 
division when parallax has been cor- 
rected for. 


If you simply cannot get rid of 
parallax, there is a good chance that 
you have a loose lens or two inside. 
But don’t jump on this; make sure 
you have really seen movement and 
that nothing is moving the rifle or 
scope while making your check. A 
good gust of wind can move the rifle 
enough to make you see what looks 
like parallax. 

When tightening up lock rings both 
on the objective and ocular lens, 
don’t get carried away. You’re work- 
ing with soft metals and lenses that 
are cemented in place. It takes sur- 
prisingly little effort to do internal 
damage. Lock rings should be snug, 
not monkey wrench tight. On the 
other hand, scopes can take a great 
amount of recoil with no harm be- 
cause they are designed for shock in 
the longitudinal axis. A quality scope 
will last for years with normal care 
and need no repair or maintenance. 


Don’t try to repair the optics of 
your scope; send it back to the manu- 
facturer. You are going to have to 
clean the lens from time to time, and 
I’ll bet there are more scopes dam- 
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aged during improper cleaning than 
any other operation. First of all, 
don’t use any liquid or the fancy lens 
cleaners sold by camera shops. They 
are bad news so far as the cements 
and sealants used on scopes (and 
cameras) are concerned, And don’t 
use eyeglass tissues; the silicone at- 
tracts dust and attacks the coating. 
The best item is a lens cloth which 
can be obtained in any good camera 
shop. The material is soft enough 
that wiping will cause no direct 
damage and is porous so any grit or 


dirt present will pass into the open- 
ings of the cloth rather than remain 
on the surface where it can scratch. 
When the cloth becomes dirty, it can 
be washed out and re-used. 

There is no doubt that a quality 
target scope can be a great help in 
bench shooting. Properly adjusted 
and cared for, it is one of the minor 
troublesome items of equipment and 
will last through the lifetime of rifle 
after rifle. Improperly adjusted and 
abused, it will be a constant source 
of problem and trouble. 


Two Rifle Events 
Sanctioned by NRA

Washington, D.C. — The National 
Rifle Association has authorized the 
Arizona State Rifle & Pistol Associ- 
ation and Oak Ridge, Tenn., Sports- 
men’s Association to conduct two 
national rifle championships this 
vear at Oak Ridge, Tenn, and Phoe- 
nix, Arizona. 

The Oak Ridge Sportsmen’s Asso- 
ciation will host the long range indi- 
vidual high power rifle events Aug- 
ust 24th through August 26th and 
four national high power rifle team 
matches will be shot at Black Can- 
yon Range in Phoenix, November 9th 
through November 11th. 

Two of the long range individual 
matches will be shot at 1,000 yards 
and the third is a 600-yard contest. 
At stake are the historic Winbledon 
Cup, Leech Cup and Crowell Trophy. 

The Wimbledon is a_ 1,000-yard, 
shoulder-to-shoulder match. There 
will be two divisions — any rifle and 
service rifle. 

The Wimbledon Cup is a sterling 
silver tankard hand-wrought by 
British silversmiths of the Victorian 
period. It was presented to the 
American Rifle Team visiting Eng- 
land in 1875 by Princess Louise, 
daughter of Queen Victoria, on be- 
half of the National Rifle Association 
of Great Britain. 

Gunnery Sergeant Paul H. Hol- 
combe of the Marine Corps was the 
winner in 1967 when the match was 
fired at Camp Perry, Ohio. Sergeant 
Major Eugene W. Howard of the 
Army was the service rifle division 
champion. The record for this match 
was set in 1939 by Marine Pfe A. L. 
Wolters with a score of 100 with 
27V’s. 
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The Leech Cup is the oldest of the 
NRA awards, dating back to 1874 
when it was presented to the Ameri- 
can team by Captain Arthur B. Leech 
when the Irish Rifle Team visited 
the United States. It is a sterling 
silver tankard, a masterpiece of the 
Irish silversmiths’ art practiced dur- 
ing the Victorian period. 

The match consists of 20 shots from 
the 1,000-vard line. Theodore R. Fasy 
of Long Beach, California, won the 
event in 1967. There are two di- 
visions for this match also. The 
record for this event is 100-19V and 
is held jointly by Larry LaCau, Lime- 
stone, Me., and Army Sergeant Henry 
P. Edwards. LaCau fired his score 
in 1960 and Edwards shot his in 1962. 
Both were posted at Camp Perry. 

The Crowell Trophy match is a 20- 
shot, 600-yard match and William C. 
Wolf of Roswell, New Mexico, is the 
defending champion. Laurence F. 
Moore of Cinnaminson, New Jersey, 
set the match record of 100-25V’s in 
1963. 

The Trophy, known as “The Last 
Drop”, is a bronze statue of a horse 
drinking from the rider’s hat. It 
was presented to the NRA in 1925 
by the Honorable Benedict Crowell 
of Cleveland, Ohio. 

The four team contests at Black 
Canyon will consist of the Enlisted 
Men’s Trophy Match, Rumbold Tro- 
phy Match, Herrick Trophy Match, 
and the National Trophy Team Match. 

The first three are sponsored by 
the NRA and the fourth will be sub- 
ject to the final approval of the 
National Board for the Promotion of 
Rifle Practice, a Department of the 
Army agency. 


Both the Rumbold and Enlisted 
Men’s Trophy matches are six-man 
team events. The Air Force won the 
former last year and the Army took 
the latter at Camp Perry with record- 
setting scores. The Air Force sextet 
posted an 1164-40X and the soldiers 
won with a 1747-41X. 

The Rumbold consists of 20 shots 
per team member at 600 yards. The 
Trophy is a unique hand-hammered 
solid silver punch bowl presented in 
1910 by Brigadier General Frank M. 
Rumbold of St. Louis, Missouri. 

The Enlisted Men’s Trophy match 
is a tough, three-stage event. Each 
competitor fires 10 rounds from the 
standing position at 200 yards; 10 
shots from the sitting position at the 
same distance; and 10 shots from the 
prone position at 300 yards. 

The Trophy is a bronze statue of a 
rifleman, presented in 1910 by volun- 
tary contributions from the enlisted 
men of the United States Marine 
Corps. 

The course of fire for the Herrick 
Trophy, which was fired last year at 
Oak Ridge, is a demanding 20 shots 
per team member at 1,000 yards. The 
team is composed of six firing mem- 
bers. 

The Herrick Trophy is a large ster- 
ling cup presented in 1907 by the late 
Honorable Myron T. Herrick, Gover- 
nor of Ohio, 1903-1906, Ambassador 
to France, 1912-14 and 1921-29. 

The National Trophy team match 
was won at Camp Perry last year by 
the U.S. Marine Corps with a record- 
setting score. The event calls for 50 
shots by each of the six members of 
the team. 


They fire 10 shots standing at 200 
yards; 10 shots sitting or kneeling at 
200 yards; 10 shots prone at 300 yards 
and 20 shots from the prone position 
at 600 yards. 

The National Trophy was provided 
by Congress in 1903 in the law that 
created the National Matches. Com- 
monly referred to as “The Dogs of 
War Trophy” this is a bronze plaque 
depicting a warrior of ancient times 
with four dogs of war on a leash.

CANADA & THE 7.62 NATO 


Many thanks for your kind reply 
of April 4th, 1968. 

Perhaps I should have explained 
at the outset that the D.C.R.A. Target 
Rifle specifications envision the use 
forever of the NATO 7.62 mm. car- 
tridge. Only very occasionally will 
our Palma Teams use Camp Perry 
National Match M118 173 gr. bullets, 
at Camp Perry. If the uproar does 
not simmer down, there may never 
be any more National Match ammo 
loaded.

This is also the situation in the 
rest of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. Because of cost, availability, 
etc., we will use the NATO round, as 
is, in all competitions. We further 
specify that competitors must use the 
ammunition issued by the match 
sponsors and no other. It is con- 
sidered “unfair” to use anything else, 
unless there is enough to go around, 
in which case the authorities run- 
ning the meet will issue it with a 
grin. 

Now as you know infinitely better 
than I, the NATO bullet weighs about 
144 grains, has a high density lead 
core, and uses fairly quick burning 
ball powder. In order to be stable at 
4() degrees below zero in the Arctic 
and in mountain operations, the twist 
was set at 1 turn in 12 inches. It 
may also be better at 2,000 yards if a 
medium machine gun can hit any- 
thing at that distance. 

I enclose some photostats of the 
1968 Unrestricted Class NBRSA 
Championships, fired last October at 
Abilene, Texas. The thing which I 
find most striking is the “twist” 
column. Of the eight .22s and 17 .308s 
used, every last one had a 1-14 twist 
barrel. I have never seen a report 
like this before, since the second year 
that “Shooter’s News” was published. 

The velocity obtained by the loads 
listed is something which you can 
estimate better than I. Would you 
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jot down the M.V. in the space on the 
right hand side of the page, and re- 
turn it to me, please? 

I would guess that the .308/7.62 
velocities are not much over 2600 
f.p.s., When compared to the XM118 
velocity of 2,550, when measured the 
same way. I really can only guess. 

The normal thing to do with a 
given rifle is to play around with 
different bullet weights, different 
powders, primers, seating depth, etc., 
until you find a combination which 
shoots well in your mousetrap, I 
mean rifle. We Canadians and other 
Commonwealth types depend on 
someone to design rifles that shoot 
well without having to play around 
with the ammunition. 

No doubt you have heard of the 
Long Branch 7.62 mm. conversion 
barrels, for the No. 4 Rifle? These 
were designed in a hurry by the 
DCRA Technical Committee, using 
the outside profile of the .303 barrel, 
Fabrique Nationale narrow 4-land 
rifling and a close leed, adapted to 
the ogive of the Canadian C21 NATO 
round. 

At 200 and 300 yards they shoot 
very badly. An excellent .303 will 
shoot 1-1/2 min. at these distances, 
the bull being 2-1/2 M.O.A. The 7.62 
conversions throw fliers and general- 
ly have trouble staying inside 3.0 
M.O.A. However, the same combi- 
nation of barrel and bullet will still 
shoot 3.0 M.O.A. at 1,000 yards, where 
the .303 Mark VII bullet is beginning 
to get tired. In fact we have restored 
the 1,000 yard range to our aggre- 
gates. Until the advent of the 7.62 
round we seldom went back further 
than 900 yards. 

We are now at a cross-roads. 

I would like to get some infor- 
mation: 

a. about chamber specifications 
for the 7.62 NATO round as 
issued, 

b. rifling dimensions, including 
twist, bore and groove diame- 
ters, 

c. outside specifications, includ- 
ing optimum taper profile for 
26” and 28” barrels of a weight 
that will fall within the 11-1/2 
lb. total limit. 


Major John R. Foster, of the 
U.S.A.M.U., is my good friend of eight 
years’ standing. We both shot 300 m. 
free rifle at the Olympics in Rome in 
1960, in the Pershing and National 
Smallbore Matches at Camp Perry in 
1965, and at the 39th World Shooting 
Championships at Wiesbaden, 

On the way home from Camp Perry 
in 1965, I went to visit Clyde Hart at 
La Fayette, N. Y. It turns out that 
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his wife is a Canadian from Peter- 
borough, Ontario. He fitted a .308 
Win. stainless steel “heavy varmint 
weight” barrel to a Remington 722 
action, Previously the free rifle had 
had a .30 Dunlap barrel. Clark White, 
now deceased, won a Bronze Medal 
for Canada in the Pan-American 
Games in Chicago with the .30 Dun- 
lap barrel. I loaned him the rifle 
and George Bjornstad(?) helped load 
the ammunition. In .30 Dunlap it 
had always performed best with the 
Lapua D-46 185 gr. step B.T. bullet. 
The Hart 1-12 twist barrel gives medi- 
ocre results with issue NATO ammo. 

The NATO round gives 2,700 f.p.s. 
from the 21” F.A.L. or Cl or S.L.R. 
rifle. Two 7.62 No. 4 Conversions 
gave me an average of 2,886 f.p.s., 
and 2,868 f.p.s., measured carefully 
with a Hollywood Model chrono- 
graph. The weather has been so 
mean lately, and I have been out-of- 
town so much that I have not yet 
had a chance to try another test. 
What I suspect is that the .308 Hart 
barrel, 28” long, will give nearly 3,000 
f.p.s., When measured with the same 
chronograph. 

Surely at 3,000 f.p.s., with a 1-12 
twist the 144 gr. NATO bullet will be 
over-stabilized compared to the same 
bullet at 2700 m.v. from a 21” barrel? 
This is why I was surprised to see 
your statement: “I, personally, would 
not use 14” twist in the 7.62, not even 
for bench rest.” 

The throating for the 7.62 NATO 
National Match round is not exactly 
what I need. IT concur with the .3085” 
diameter throat, rather than a .310” 
throat. The SAAMI pickup point 
196” from the chamber neck sounds 
pretty “far out” to me. The NATO 
ogive is quite sharp. The National 
Match pickup point at .250” seems 
much too far out. The SAAMI cham- 
ber, or rather overall length of throat 
of .277” sounds better than the U.S. 
Government chamber of .350”

So you see, the Canadian problem 
is to find out the specs for a com- 
posite chamber that no one else uses. 
Being a shooter, and not a machinist, 
I can only theorize. 

Would you have a blueprint of the 
SAAMI 7.62 NATO chamber? Could 
you letter in by hand the required 
changes in dimensions? 

I need to have a reamer made for 
me by the chap who supplies Hart. 
The name begins with “F” or “R”, 
but my mental filing system fails me 
for the moment. It would not be 
Forster, would it. I seem to re- 
member that it was a smaller firm, 
or rather an individual. 

Many Canadians will be getting 
barrels chambered with SAAMI ream- 
ers, not knowing any better. I would 
like to get the best chamber shape 
available published in the D.C.R.A. 
centre-fold of “AIM”. The deadline 
is May 15th. If my “Clues” article 
does not get into this issue, it will be 
too late to do any good this summer. 

What I started to say about Jack 
Foster earlier was that he advised 
me to look into the 1-14” twist for 
my new free rifle barrel. It is a fact 
that most of the AMU squad use it, 
with 168 gr. H.P. boat-tails. I have 
some Remington RA-5001 and RA- 
5010 rounds, but they are seated away 
out, the RA-d010 farther than the 
other. Obviously a barrel chambered 
for their use would not give maxi- 
mum results with the Canadian C21 
NATO round, which is what we must 
use. 

I have sent Remington 722, serial 
337736, to the DCRA Technical Com- 
mittee in Ottawa. Their approval 
must be obtained before it can be 
used in Provincial or National compe- 
tition. This is the .308 rifle I bought 
in 1958 to take to Moscow for the 
100 m. running deer matches. It is 
also the rifle that the foresight fell 
off of on the 9th shot in the World 
Championship Running Deer Singles.

I have a preference for 
quarter-sawn stocks with the bark- 
side up, and an aversion for slab- 
sided stocks. If I send an order 
through regular channels to the Parts 
Dept. Arms Service Div., how can I 
be sure to get what I want?

Although it is possible that the 
Nato 144-grain bullet will shoot satis- 
factorily in a 14” twist, there is the 
possibility that these bullets are not 
high enough in quality to be proper- 
ly stabilized at all times in a twist 
slower than 1-12”. The bullets used 
by the bench rest shooters, particul- 
larly 168-grain hollow point boat- 
tail, are superior bullets made par- 
ticularly for match shooting. Since 
the bulk of the bench rest shooting 
in the United States is done during 
the summer months in warm air of 
low density, there is a fair chance 
the shooters have not found out what 
happens in 14” twist with this bullet 
in high density air. Not all of the 
International Match shooters are 
using a 14” twist as Gary Anderson 
won the 300 meter individual Olym- 
pics in Japan with a 1-10” twist Hart 


I would recommend 4 or 6 groove 
barrel with a land width of .030-.035”, 
a groove diameter .308” to .3085”, 
bore diameter .300-.301”, and a twist 
depending on your. choice, 12 or 14” 
if bullets of 144 grain weight will be 
used 100% of the time. 


If a light target stock is used weigh- 
ing between 2 and 2-1/2 pounds and 
sights not weighing more than, say, 
12 ozs., the 26-inch barrel could have 
a diameter of about 1.2” at the breech

for sale commercially as it would be 
an ideal combination to meet the 11- 
1/2 Ib. class with good sights and a 
slightly heavier stock. These stocks 
will average 2-1/4 Ibs. in weight. The 
heavy-barrel M/40X, which has .875” 
muzzle with a straight taper from 
1.2”, is definitely too heavy for this 
class. Considerable wood has been 
removed from my Sporter Class rifle 
based on the heavy M/40X and the 
barrel has been reduced to 22 inches 
in length.
